Allowed Claims 



1 . A hybrid cytotoxin consisting essentially of a recombinant human alpha- 
fetoprotein (SEQ ID NO:2) or a fragment thereof selected from the group 
comprising at least one of Domain I (SEQ ID NO:3), Domain II (SEQ ID NO:4), 
Domain III (SEQ ID NO:5), Domain I+II (SEQ ID NO:6), Domain II + III (SEQ 
ID NO:7), and rHuAFP Fragment T (SEQ ID NO:8) linked to a cytotoxic agent. 

2. The hybrid cytotoxin of claim 1 , wherein said cytotoxin agent is a protein. 

3. The hybrid cytotoxin of claim 1, wherein said cytotoxic agent is chemically 
conjugated to said recombinant human alpha-fetoprotein or fragment thereof. 

4. The hybrid cytotoxin of claim 1 , wherein said cytotoxin is linked by a peptide 

bond to said recombinant human alpha-fetoprotein_or fragment thereof, and said hybrid 
toxin is produced by expression of a genetically engineered hybrid DNA molecule.
